The grocer, Robert Canu, 
already had a big grocery 
shop in the town centre 


when he decided to open his 
new “give-away” shop on 
the outskirts. 

He wanted to beat the cut- 


rice kings, led by Edouard 
eclerc, at their own game. 
Leclerc and his imitators have 


opened shops all over France 
and stocked them with goods 
bought directly from the manu- 
facturers. 

They have been able to under- 
cut by 25 per cent the 
thousands of street corner 
grocers who buy from markets 
or from wholesalers. 


Flocking 


In contrast to his first shop, 


which cost £12,000, Monsieur 
Canu'’s new sho is small, 
sparsely furnished, and cost 


only £125 to fit up. 

But now, a few months after 
opening, customers are flocking
